St. Petersburg, Nov. 6.—An official

The militia 
shot and killed four disguised detec- 
tives found trying to provoke disturb- 
ances. 


The governor has warned the Polish 


newspapers'that unless they submit to 
the censorship their ocos would be 
closed. 
Tvfo p'apers, persisting in 


their disregard of the order, have been 
shut up and sealed by the troops. 
The houses of all Polish nationalists 
were illuminated Sunday night. 


The funerals of the vctims-of the

The council's control of the work- 


ers- was strbng^enough to inspire' con- 
fidence that its members will -re-es- 
tablish a strike whenever it is most 
opportune to paralyze the'country, fol-, 
lowing this by a call to arms when the 
time is ripe. That preparations for 
such a call are going on is unques- 
tionable. 


Would Overthrow Bureaucracy. 
The aim will be completely to over-

Count de Witte and all his friends. 
The revolutionary leaders and 7,000.- 
.000'. strikers who, at their bidding, 
held-up the government and the com- 
merce of "the empire for two weeks, 
are more determined to- do this than 
to obtain a parliamentary system. 


Although the granting of the consti- 


tution momentarily demoralized the 
bureaucracy, they are still an enor- 
mously powerful obstructive resist7 


ance, and the national chaos they can 
produce before their downfall is the 
blackest danger now facing Russia. 
There are signs that the army in the 
provinces will side with the prole- 
tariat against the bureaucracy.

"THOUGHTS ABOUT GOD" WAS 


THE THEME. 


DIFFICULT TO THINK ABOUT 


He is Unknowable, for We Cannot 


See or Understand Him, Though 


He Is Ever Present. . 


At the Presbyterian church yester 


day morning Rev. J. Wi Laughlin, D. 
.O.,' spoke upon the theme, "Thoughts 
About God." His sermon was inter- 
esting and forceful. 
In part it was 


as follows1: 


A difficulty -we experience in think- 


ing about God is in the fact that He 
is unknowable. 
We have heard of 


him from our earliest infancy, and 
yet we do not know him. We can- 
not'^raclerstand him. We have meas- 
ured the earth, fathomed the sea, 
planned the heavens; but when we 


> begin to. talk-about God. we falter. 


Another difficulty is found in the fact 
that He has never been seen. The 
Bible says no one can see God and 
live. 
But no one can 
see himself 


and live. So doctor lias been able 
to locate the soul, no scientist has 
eVer been able to pick up genious 
with his finger and say: "Here it is." 
And yet we know the thing we call 
"genius" and the thing we call "soul" 
exist. So it is not valid to say that 
•since we cannot know God as we 
];now each other, and since we can 
riot see him as we see men, therefore 
he does not exist. Nothing explains 
the world so well as God, Nothing 
explains life so well as1 God. Whence 


1 came these 
hills 
and 
mountains? 


Whence came this sun 
and 
these 


stars? This life of ours—tragedy and 
comedy,—sunshine 
and 
shadow-— 


whence came it? Reasons says God. 
Humanity says 'God. The Bible says 
Ip the beginning. God. 


Many and varied are the concep- 


tions men have had of God as they 
have advanced 
in 
intellectual life. 


Our earliest thoughts of him are as- 
sociated1 with notions of power-crea- 
tive power perhaps. We thought that 
through him the world was 
made. 


We had no other way of accounting 
tor its existence. Then we began to 
fear him. The thunders as they rolled 
in, the heavens and the lightning as 
it flashed in the 
clouds1 were evi- 


dences of his wrath. And we erected 
an altar and made offerings to him, 
hoping thereby to appease his anger. 


By and by 'he became identified 


with the affairs of 
men. How he 


•wns identified no one could tell.; The 
mystery of life became 
more 
and 


more mysterious and no philosopher 
could solve the problem. 
We ros« 


by slow degrees through, long cen- 
turies to think of him as our Father, 
and when' Jesus came the highest 
revelation concerning God 
was ex- 


pressed, 
is love. 


We learned than that God 


' From early times men have tried 
to locat^ God. 
They have said he 


must have an abiding place. He is 
in the heavens and has a 
throne 


from whence- he issues kingly com- 
mands, or he is in the temple where 
he must 
be 
worshipped. : .And so 


•with/power and a throne we have al- 
ways thought of film as a king or 
ruler who directs 
affairs 
through 


agents or laws. 


But more and more we are coming 


today to think of him, not as seated 
on a throne in the heavens above; 
not as a king. or ruler out side the

house. 
A close study of

Speaking' of sugar beets, reminds-

would compete very strongly. 


The railroad man's reply was an 


emphatic denial of the supposition and

WJien asked why this was so he re- 


plied that ninety-eight per cent of 
their business1 goes out in small local

In the col- 


lege' of agriculture the registration 
is 142 against 90 last year, an in- 
crease of 02 or 56 per cent, the larg- 
est increase in any department of the 
university. 
The graduate school .has

per cent. 


As a result of the higher entrance

BONE INSERTED IN ARM. 


Bemarkable Operation' Tliat Was Per- 


formed Over Twenty 


Years Ago. 


At tie annual gathering of the Glas- 


gow university club, at Sunderland, 
recently, Sir William Macewen, who 
was concerned in an extraordinary op- 
eration upon a child over 20 years 
ago, introduced the patient, now a 
full grown man, to the medical men 
present, and explained the nature oi' 
the remarkable case.. 


The child was born without a bone 


in the right arm,, the boneless limb 
hanging helpless by its side. The 
mother, who took the child to the 
Glasgow infirmary assumed that the 
arm must necessarily be amputated.. 
But the surgeons determined to make 
an attempt to save the limb. 
- 


Small sections of' the .bone taken 


from the tibia, .or lower portion of the 
legs of other patients, who were tinder 
treatment for the cure of bowlegged- 
ness, were transferred to the boneless 
arm, there to continue their growth and 
to become amalgamated—in fact, event- 
ually supplying the place of the missing 
numerous. 


Sir William Macewen kept in touch 


with the boy, who at the age of 14 left 
Glasgow for Sunderland, where he had 
worked since. The young man bared his 
arm to .the guests present and gave the 
company abundant proof of the sus- 
tained serviceableness of the limb, de- 
spite several accidents, including a

Another point to-be kept iu miud is 


that of never running at full speed .at 
a runuer whom it is your iuteatio'n to 
tackle, especially when he has an op- 
portunity to side step or dodge you. 
This .side stepping is-the easiest thing 
imaginable, where the tackier bears 
down ou his victim at full speed. It is 
frequently'illustrated, when ends over- 
run a fullback, who' by a simple side 
step eludes them, aud makes ,a good 
run. Instead the back should run fast 
toward his opponent-until he pets with- 
in fifteen or twenty-yards of him, when1 
he should slow up and get ready to re- 
spond to dodging, which cau only bo 
done when the.back'.has full control,of 
his bodyv He'should'exercise great 
care not to be fooled by some false mo- 
tion on the part of the '• runner. This 
false motion is usually given with.the 
upper part of the body and can only 
be detected by keeping a close watch 
on the hips, which will .always give 
away the real tendency of the body.' 


Backs frequently loaf while going 


back to their position's. 
This is 'all 


wrong.- They should'be either-on'the

line or away back of it. with as little 
time as possible wasted iu getting into 
either position. 


The distance of these backs 1'roiu 


the rush line and their relative posi- 
tions in the back field will depend upon 
circumstances.

If the kicker is a. good one and has 


•the wind at his back they should of 
course play farther back than it' he-is 
a poor kicker and lias a stiff wind 
against him. The thing to be avoided 
is the danger of playing too far back. 
This is a very common fault among 
noviees, - whn dread • having the ball 
kicked over their heads.
